Site for the 12-unit apartment 
structure lies on the west side of 
North Main, across from the swim- 
ming pool, library and Scout House. 
Plans cull for constructing the 
sprawling one-story basementless 
structure on the site 371 feet from 
Main street west by 240 feet north 
and south. The structure will face 
south, with the east elevation facing 
Main. 

The apartment structure will be 
320 feet long by 40' wide, located on 
the north section of the site, with 
the area in front planned for play, 
recreation and parking. 

Basic structure will be masonry, 
combining brick and block for rear 
and end walls, with the front eleva- 
tion largely glass.

Fights Fund Diversion

Bills in the state legislature af- 
fecting the Illinois Conservation De- 
partment, and needed legislation, 
were the main topics of discussion 
at the meeting of the Northern Illi- 
nois Conservation Club last week at 
Channel Lake School. 

Members voted to promote the de- 
feat of House Bill 314, now before 
the executive committee of the 
House, which would make it possi- 
ble for the money derived from the 
sale of hunting and fishing lecenses 
to go into the state general fund. 

These funds have been used to 
support work of the Department. 
Petitions opposing the passage of the 
bill are being circulated by the club. 

Petitions are also being circulated 
by members of the club in support 
of a movement started by the Izaak 
Walton League requesting legisla- 
tion to remove the Conservation De- 
partment -from political control. It 
was suggested that a six-man bi- 
partisan board be formed to direct 
the work of the Department of Con- 
servation. 

Club members were told there is 
agitation to abolish the fishing areas 
in the Chain O' Lakes. The fishing 
areas, marked off by buoys, have 
been "out of bounds" to water skiers 
and, speed boats. The club voted to 
oppose any action to abolish fishing 
areas. 

Many Wisconsin resort owners are 
asking that certain of their lakes be 
closed to the use of power boats. 
Wisconsin authorities are now con- 
sidering such a move.

Site for the 12-unit apartment 
structure lies on the west aide of 
North Main, across from the swim- 
ming pool, library and Scout House. 
Plans call for constructing the 
sprawling one-story basementless 
structure on the site 371 feet from 
Main street west by 240 feet north 
and south. The structure will face 
south, with the east elevation facing 
Main. 

The apartment structure will be 
320 feet long by 40' wide, located on 
the north section of the site, with 
the area in front planned for play, 
recreation and parking. 

Basic structure will be masonry, 
combining brick and block for rear 
and end walls, with the front eleva- 
tion largely glass. Building frame 
will be masonry, supporting a roof 
of acoustic tile on Interiors, and 
metal panel and built-up roof to 
the weather. 

The 12 apartment units will ex- 
tend east to west, flanking a center 
utility area.

Other Red Cross services are equally staggering. 

Few know, for instance, that it is the Red Cross who^must 
negotiate for the return of Americans stranded in East Germany 
or of her Communist "camps" where there is no diplomatic recogni- 
tion by this country. 

Despite its mdnyfold contributions and services/ the organiza- 
tion stilt is forced to answer for: alleged wartime abuses which, are 
.groundless.;, ; 

Which reminds us of three instances in which the Red Cross 
acted with service, kindness and a keen insight into human nature. 

One .evening in Hoi I and ia, New Guinea, servicemen were 
gathered on a barren hillside enjoying a USO show. During a break, 
a Red Cross spokesman asked for volunteers for blood to be used 
in the temporary hospital there. Hollandia at that time was a for- 
ward staging area for the invasion of the Philippines, and a base 
for operations in the Halamaras and other off-shore islands in the 
advance against the Japanese. 

( Not a hand went up in volunteering blood. After an embarras- 
sing pause, the Red Cross speaker announced, "All volunteers of 
blood will receive a shot of brandy". 

Hands went uf> by the hundreds. 

In the fail of 1942, in the first land offensive by Americans 

in WW II, at Buna, New Guinea, troops were subsisting on two 12- 

oz. cans of C rations plus one-half bar of fortified chocolate 
per day. This was all that could be flown over the Owen Stanleys 

and atr-dropped in the first air-supplied operation in history. Came 
Christmas and the same motley diet. The Red Cross representative, 
through magic of his own, secured one sizable canned ham. This 
was To be dessert on Christmas Day, 1942, for members of Wis- 
consin's 127th Infantry, 32nd Div. Each received a paper thin slice. 
But someone had remembered. 

Two years later when this same outfit was defeating Gen. 
Yamashira's troops in the tortuous Cardbello Mountains of Luzon, 
two Red Cross representatives trailed along with two barrels of 
Coca-Cola syrup and some moth-eaten doughnuts air-dropped in 
mortar coses. ' 

All Gl's had to do was slip out of their fox holes, duck around 
a small bend and there were the two Red Cross men, vets of WW I, 
tobacco cud In mouth, happily dispensing coke syrup from a spigot 
into canteen cups filled with tepid, halazoned-fouled water. Not 
much, to be sure, but more than was had before. 

It's those little things that are long-remembered. No one 
has to defend the Red Cross to members of this Wisconsin Division. 
No one needs to defend the Red Cross to those victims of Chicago's 
tornado earlier this month. 

No one has to defend the Red Cross to any flood or major 
disaster victim anywhere in this great land of ours. 

They just don't come any better.

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Your State Senator Reports 



In the famous "Lost Speech" de- 
livered by Abraham Lincoln, May 
29, 1856, at Bloomington, he is re- 
ported to have said: "Let us lay 
aside our prejudices, and march — 
shoulder to shoulder — in the great 
army of freedom," It was on this 
date and at this place that the Re- 
publican Party was born, and as our 
contemporary, Carl Sandburg, has 
said: "If he didn't say those words, 
he should have." 

The struggle to eliminate pre- 
judice in all areas of our society is 
as old as the history of man. In the 
present session of the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly legislative measures 
described as "equal Job opportuni- 
ty" and "fair emp loym ent practices", 
have occasioned emotional speeches 
and much misunderstanding. When 
the issue is resolved it is hoped that 
there will be some tangible results. 

House Bill No. 406, described as 
a bill to encourage equality of op- 
portunity and establish a Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Commission was 
passed recently in the House by a 
whopping 115 to 42 majority. It is 
now pending in the State Senate. 

The bill would apply to employers 
of more than 10 persons, to labor 
unions, and to some other organiza- 
tions. The Commission created un- 
der this proposal would be granted 
wide authority to investigate and 
punish violators of the stated pur- 
pose of the act. Complaints might be 
Tiled in cases of employment de- 
risions on the basis of race, color, re- 
ligion, or national origin, and em- 
ployers and others found guilty of 
violations would be subject to 
penalties including fine and possible 
imprisonment. 

In addition to the regulatory as- 
pects of the proposed legislation, the 
political implications cannot be over- 
looked. The bill Introduced in the 



Illinois House was supported by 
more Democrats than Republicans. 
On a national basis, the Democratic 
Party, through its control of the 
southern states, must assume re- 
sponsibility for perpetuating pre- 
judice against Negroes, even to the 
extent of excluding them from pub- 
lic schools, public transportation 
facilities, public parks, golf courses, 
beaches, and libraries, where tax 
support would appear to establish 
unquestionable equal rights. 

Few appear to demand the severe 
penalty provisions, except for the 
obvious coercive effects. To this 
writer, it seems that such regula- 
tions are inconsistent with the de- 
velopment of "brotherly love" and 
should be deleted from the pending 
bill. However, the opportunity for 
such a change may have been lost 
following defeat of F.E.P.C. at the 
last session. 

For many years Republican plat- 
forms have supported laws favor- 
ing equal opportunity legislation, 
and the writer hopes that support 
for the principle enunciated by these 
platforms can be garnered among 
Republican as' well as Democratic 
members at the present session. 

Voluntary programs have gone far 
toward resolving the problem of pre- 
judice in industry. On the other 
hand, the threat of a punitive statute 
has undoubtedly hastened the adop- 
tion by some of a voluntary pro- 
gram. Enactment of some measure 
at this session should end the poli- 
tical bigotry practiced by some of 
the sponsors of previous legislative 
proposals for "fair employment". 

And— the Republican Party 
should again be (as it was conceived 
on that fateful day at Bloomington). 
"the great army of freedom", offer- 
ing the fairest and greatest oppor- 
tunity for all without regard to race, 
religion, color or place of birth. 



"In the field of education, - I'm 
afraid we've substituted the three 
B's for the three R's," a newspaper; 
editor said at a meeting I attended 
recently. 

He /described the three B'^ as 
"basketball, beans, and buses." 

His statement was an exagger- 
ation, but there is enough truth in 
it to concern me — and it should 
concern more citizens. 

For the most part our teachers 
and administrators have been doing 
an excellent job, but it is true that 
an increasing percentage of our 
school tax dollar goes for items 
which would have been considered 
frills. 

Whatever abuses there are will be 
corrected only by citizens interested 
and alert to what is going on in the 
field of education. 

I have visited school districts 
where unquestionably a dispropor- 
tionately large share of the tax dol- 
lar has been spent for physical edu- 
cation facilities — but I would guess 
this is what the people of those 
school districts want. 

College courses in "Flower Ar- 
ranging" and "How to Play Chess" 
are not the type of thing I feel state 
tax- funds should support, but as, 
long as only a handful of us object, 
I expect they will continue. 

At the state level I feel it is not 
the business of the legislature to re- 
quire a certain amount of physical 
education, or to dole out a premium 
to school districts which have driver 
training courses. If a local school 
district wants to have elaborate phy- 
sical education programs or driver's 
training, that should be entirely a 
local matter with no interference 
from the state. 

Driver's education receives more 
of a state subsidy than does reading, 
writing, and arithmetic. This seems 
out of balance. Until more citizens 
take an interest, this imbalance 
will continue. 

We have every right to be proud 
of our schools. But this does .not 
mean there is no room for improve- 
ment. We should constantly be re- 
thinking the function of our schools. 
With reference to teaching of 
languages, for example, the great 
weight of evidence is that it should 
be carried on at the elementary 
school level. Yet few of our ele- 
mentary schools teach languages. 
One of the great weaknesses the 
United States faces abroad in our 
struggle with world Communism is 
that so few of our diplomats can 
speak in the language of the peo- 
ple where they serve. In all of the 
Communist countries, for example, 
we have only one ambassador who 
speaks the language of the people 
where he is the ambassador. This is 
tragic. But we, as a people who pay 
so little attention to foreign lan- 
guages, hardly can expect to pro- 
duce a diplomatic corps of linguists. 
This must start at "the grass roots" 
— in our schools. 
Another area we must rethink ia 



the use of our school buildings. My 
guess is that increasingly our schools 
will be open in the summer months 
during the coming years. For the 



most part, these buildings are now 
unused for three months of the year. 
School districts which have offered 
summer programs have been most 
enthusiastic about them. 

Other examples could he cited. 

Ask yourself: Have I recently at- 



tended a meeting of my local school 
board? Have 1 recently written to a 
university or a legislator about 
school problems? 

When more people can give af- 
firmative answers to these questions, 
we will make greater progress.

PROVO, UTAH — Antloch's Jerry 
Dahlman is "one of the finest shoot- 
ers" ever to go on the basketball 
court at Brigham Young University. 
That covers a lot of fine players 
from Ail-American Roland Minson 
of BYU's 1951 NIT championship 
team, to this year's Ail-American 
Billy McGill of Utah. 

BYU Coach Stan Watts and all 
the Cougar coaches feel he may be 
one of the keys to a return to na- 
tional fame for the school. 

Dahlman has his sights set on 
making not just the varsity next 
year, but the first team. He feels 
that his success during the freshman 
year has helped him to find his 
weaknesses and prove to the coaches 
that he definitely is varsity material. 
The blond Dahlman led this year's 
Kitten squad with a 1 7. 4 -points- per - 
game average, and he scored 191 
total points while playing in 11 of 
the 14 games scheduled. He well 
might have ended as the leading 
point scorer had not a blood clot in 
a. foot kept him out of action in the 
last three games. 

The clot was caused when a Mesa 
Junior College (Colo.) player step- 
ped on his foot. It also prevented 
his father, Sven Dahlman, 43 Grape- 
vine, Antioch, from seeing Jerry hi 
action. The senior Dahlman, who 
visited Utah three weeks ago, had 
to content himself with healing 
praises of Jerry by members of the 
athletic department rather than see- 
ing for himself. 

Coach Watts is outspoken in his ad- 
miration for the shooting ability of 
the former Sequoit star and admits 
he will be watching Dahlman closely 
when varsity drills begin next fall. 
"He has a fine touch," Coach Watts 
says in looking at a season's high 
single-game scoring of 34 points 
against Utah State University. "But 
he needs work on defense," the coach 
laments. "It's no good to score three 
points if the other team scores four." 
It doesn't come as any surprise 
to Dahlman that defense is a prob- 
■ Win. He says that in Antioch High 
School days he developed a love of 
shooting and thus built up an array 
of shots in which he has become 
almost a master. Now he finds that 
good defense is a requirement of 
every top college player and plans 
to spend all summer at BYU work- 
ing on this problem. 

"He needs especially to develop 
his speed and his stopping and start- 
ing," Coach Watts says. 

Dahlman plans to major in ac- 
counting while getting an academic 
education but feels he must first 
work out this tremendous love cf 
basketball. With his natural ability 
and his determination, one gets the 
feeling he'll make it — in spite of the 
prospects of next year's Cougar var- 
sity being overloaded with forwards. 
College life has been good to 
Jerry. He has lost 20 pounds in the 
4,500-foot altitude of the Wasatch 
Mountains, and is down to 175 lbs., 
which he feels is a good playing 
weight. It goes well with his 6'31V" 
frame. He still looks as thin as many 
Sequoit fans remember him at tour- 
nament time in 1000, and is ap- 
parently alt muscle and desire. 

Jerry almost didn't come to the 
Y, Brigham Young, a hot bed of 
basketball in the West. No one here 
knew about him, probably because 
he is not a member of the Mormon 
Church which supports the 10,000- 
student school. Also his grades in 
Antioch had not kept pace with his 
ability on the court — and weak 
grades are not a good calling card 
to any university. 

But because of a curious and un- 
usual set of circumstances, he was 
made known to the coaches. 

Coach Watts says Dahlman's re- 
cruitment was highly unusual, per- 
haps more ' m than any in which he
